But 40 minutes after the

population to evacuate three 
small sections of town, in­

T h e 
a n n o u n c e m e n t 
appeared to imply that the 
rebels planned to take ac­ 
tion. 
The bloodshed at Largo do 
Garbo occured just as three 
rebel tanks passed a security 
police station, w itnesses 


said. 
A group of youths 
lustily cheered them on and 
jeered 
the 
policem en 
peering at them from the 
station. 
At this moment, police 
opened fire. 
It was the second military 


rebellion in Portugal since 
M arch 
17 
when 
troops 
protesting the involvement 
in Mozambique, Angola and 
Guinea in Africa tried to 
move into Lisbon with tanks 
only to be halted without 
bloodshed by loyal troops.

Dr Victor M andelzweig. Jew ish N u cle a r P hysicist who spent 20 m onths gam in g a p p ro va l for 
his em igration to Israel from Russia, called for American citizen contacts with the United 
States governm ent in support of other Jew s who wish to leave the Soviet I mon. Speaking 
before audiences at The U niversity Of Texas at Dallas and at other Education and religious 
centers M andelzweig said that 100,000 Jew s desire to leave Russia, but ‘ red tape and costs 
make it nearly im possible. As he did, Jew s holding high positions in science, lose their jobs 
im m ediately as they apply for an em igration visa. 
Living in Russia 
Being Jewish Not Easy 


“ I could not be a Jew in 
Russia,'' said Prof. Victor 
Mandelzweig as he spoke in 
a series of talks and in­ 
terviews at The University 
of Texas at Dallas. 
A nuclear physicist, now- 
teac h in g 
at 
H ebrew 
University in Jerusalem , he 
was able to em igrate to 
Israel only after 20 months of 
delays, “ red tape’’ imposed 
by the Soviet government. 
and the loss of his research 
institute position. 
Others are less fortunate, 
he said Many wait for years 
to leave Russia. But more 
and more wish to, in what he 
term ed 
a 
chain 
reaction 
among Jews that has swollen 
to I OO,(KH) in the past three 
years. 
“ Scientists have 
special 
reasons to leave.’’ Professor 
M andelzw eig 
said. 
As 
professional people, they 
desire to meet freely and 
d iscuss governm ent 
and 
politics 
openly, 
form ing 
their 
own 
opinions; 
in 
science, it is difficult for any 
Russian to have contacts 
abroad with his colleagues. 
The lim ited possibilities 
become “zero possibilities 
for the Jewish scientist." 
Professor 
Mandelzweig, 
who 
was able to le arn 
Hebrew in Poland as a young 


student, said he is “enjoying 
life in 
Israel.” In Russia, 
th ere 
w’as 
no 
Jew ish 
education, no newspapers. 
He 
visited 
UT-Dallas 
during a one-month tour of 
the 
United 
S tates, 
representing the Committee 
of Concerned S cientists, 
which is attempting to ease 
the problems 
of 
Russian 
scientists, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish. 
The Soviet does not fear a 
brain 
d rain . 
P ro fesso r 
Mandelzweig 
said, 
in 
its 
tactics 
to 
control 
the 
m ovem ent 
of 
scientists. 
Whole research departments 
have been fired because a 
leader sought an emigration 
visa. 
Rather, the Soviet acts in a 
sort of “revenge” against 
those who have been suc­ 
cessful but do not profess to 
be satisfied 
with 
life 
in 
Russia. 
Exit visa problems start 
when a necessary invitation 
to come to a foreign country 
is received, he said. This 
calls 
for 
a 
c h a ra c te r 
reference, usually from a 
scientific director. 
Asking 
for the reference will usually 
“get you fired." 
Then comes the problem, 
other than assembling the 
volume of paper, of getting 


the money to leave. The 
“price” amounts to 
1,000 
rubles per person, which is 
hard to bring together on 
high scientific salaries of a 
little more than 200 rubles a 
m onth, 
and 
even 
m ore 
difficult without a job. 
Professor 
Mandelzweig 
sees no possibility of change 
in the Russian government. 
B ecause 
any 
Jew ish 
movement would be toward 
d e m o c r a t i z a t i o n , 
t h e 
movements are supressed as 
they have been since the late 
1930’s. 
The 
only 
change 
in 
g o v ern m en t would com e 
through a w eakening of 
com m unism ’s leadership, he 
said ; 
and 
he 
sees 
no 
weakening at this time. 


D etente 
between 
the 
United States and Russia is 
all to the Soviets’ advantage, 
Professor Mandelzweig said. 
Russia wants detente bet­ 
ween governments, but not 
to the extent that there are 
easy 
contacts 
betw een 
peoples. 


H e 
e n c o u r a g e d 
A m ericans, 
Jew s 
and 
Christian alike to “address 
your government about the 
plight of Jewish people in 
Russia. Your opinions are 
im portant.”

DEAR POLLY - So many products now come packed in 
such heavy card b o ard and plastic that is hard as glass. The 
guarantees, directions for use, replacem ent part numbers, 
etc., are written on the edge ot the cardboard. This 
cardboard is too large for a file folder and too heavy to bend 
in half and also it often has to be dam aged to even get the 
plastic cut enough to rem ove the item.
